In the claims 

Claim 30 (currently amended): A method for identifying a compound that modulates 
signal transduction in a cell, comprising: 

contacting a cell that expresses an Activator of G protein Signaling ("AGS'") protein with 
a test compound; 

determining the effect of the test compound on the-an activity of the AGS protein; and 
identifying the test compound as a modulator of signal transduction based on the ability of the 
test compound to modulate the activity of the AGS protein in the cell, 

wherein the AGS protein comprises an amino acid sequence having at least 97% identity 
to SEQ ID NO:2 and simulates G protein activity in a receptor-independent manner. 

Claim 33 (currently amended): The method of claim 30, wherein the AGS protein 
comprises amino acids having the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2. 
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Claim 35 (currently amended): The method of claim 30, wherein the cell has furth e r b een 
engineered to express a G protein a subunit. 

Claim 39 (currently amended): The method of claim 30, wherein the effect of the test 
compound on the-an activity of the AGS protein is determined by monitoring the ability of the 
test compound to bind to the AGS protein. 

Claim 40 (currently amended): The method of claim 30, wherein the effect of the test 
compound on the-an activity of the AGS protein is determined by monitoring the ability of the 
test compound to modulate the interaction of the AGS protein with a target molecule. 

Claim 73 (currently amended): The method of claim 30, wherein the compound is a 
nucleic acid encoding a polypeptide capable of inhibiting the-an activity of the AGS protein, and 
wherein said nucleic acid comprises the sequence provided in SEQ ID NO: 24. 

Claim 74 (currently amended): The method of claim 30, wherein the compound is a 
nucleic acid encoding a polypeptide capable of inhibiting the-an activity of the AGS protein, and 
wherein said nucleic acid encodes the polypeptide having the amino acid sequence provided in 
SEQ ID NO: 25. 
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Claim 76 (currently amended): The method of claim 30, wherein the cell further 
comprises a nucleic acid encoding an inhibitor of the AGS protein, and wherein said nucleic acid 
comprises nucl e otid e s having the nucleotide sequence provided in SEQ ID NO: 24.
